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Square 
deal for 
historic 
centres

WOOLWICH market will stay 
open during facelift work to two 
historic town centre squares. 
General Gordon Square will 
close to the public next month 
for the start of the latest 
regeneration project in the town 
centre. It means the temporary 
shutdown of the Big Screen but 
shoppers can still pick up 
bargains from the famous 
Charter Market in Beresford 
Square during building works 
there. 

When the work is completed next 
spring, Woolwich will have two 
newly-designed public spaces 
which can host festivals and 
other public events. 

The new-look General Gordon 
Square will include a water 
feature, new terraces, seating 
and footpaths as well as new 
trees, shrubs and lighting. 
Beresford Square will have a new 
layout for the market, space for 
new stalls and street lighting. 

The makeovers are part of the 
£6.6m Woolwich Squares project 
set to transform the town centre 
and provide spacious attractive 
areas that can be used for public 
events by day and by night. 

The project is being funded 
through the government’s 
Homes and Communities 
Agency, Transport for London 
and developers.

For more details about the revamp of 
the two squares visit the project office 
in the Woolwich Equitable building on 
the corner of General Gordon Square. 

• The number of empty shop units 
in Woolwich town centre is falling 
according to a local survey. The 
Greenwich Council study shows the 
number of vacant units at 11 per cent - 
below the national average of 14.4 per 
cent. It’s the latest quarterly review of 
shop premises in the town centre and 
spells good news for Woolwich as 


town centres across the country fight 
the blight of boarded up 
shopfronts. Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, 
said: “While the economic downturn 
caused many town centres to struggle, 
this is a clear sign that Woolwich is 
open for business and ready to 
capitalise on the Olympics in two 
years’ time. “With a great retail offer, 
many independently owned businesses 
and friendly customer service, 
Woolwich continues to thrive as we 
move tentatively out of the recession.” 


She added: “And with exciting 
developments in construction for General 
Gordon Square and Beresford Square, 
there is a feeling of optimism amongst 
businesses for the months ahead.”

Ferry drivers, please turn off! 


EVERY weekday I use the 
Woolwich Ferry as a foot 
passenger. As any regular 
user of the service will 
know, there are often long 
queues of vehicles waiting 
to board the ferry 
Every time there is such a 
queue I am appalled at 
how many drivers keep 
their engines running 
even though it is obvious 
that they will be 
stationary for some 
considerable time - 10, 15, 
perhaps even 20 minutes 
or more on a particularly 
bad day. Often as many as 
one-third to one-half of all 
the vehicles queuing have 
their engines running 
when there is no need. 
There might be some 
excuse for this in the 
depths of winter, as 
drivers try to maintain 
heat levels in their 


vehicles, but at this time of 
year it is inexcusable. The 
waste of fuel is bad 
enough - at least, in the 
case of private vehicles, 
it is the drivers’ own 
money they 
are wasting - 
but there is 
also the 
accumulated 
pollution 
caused by 
this selfish, 
lazy and totally 
uneccessary 
behaviour. 

When I contacted ^ 
Greenwich Council about 
this matter, suggesting 
that signs be erected 
asking drivers to turn 
their engines off when 
queueing, I was advised 
that such signs were, 
indeed, going to be put in 
place. However, that was 


over a year ago and so far 
there is no sight of these 
signs. I realise we live in 
financially straitened 

times, but surely 
ft two or three 
I// signs would not 
[| cost much, 
especially if 
they help 
to prevent 
^ the totally 
uneccessary 
and damaging 
pollution 
that these 
lazy drivers are 
producing.

•GREENWICH Council is

However, the council will 
contact them directly to 
see if it is possible for 
them to look at options to 
support a “Turn it off!” 
campaign which would 
also be in line with the 
positive stance on air 
quality that the London 
Mayor has set out in 
this year’s Transport 
Strategy.

disbanded. It is being 
enhanced and expanded. 

At NHS Greenwich, we know 
how important this service 
is, both for people who are 


terminally ill, and for their 
families. The clinical care 
and emotional support that 
the palliative care service 
provides makes a positive 
difference to people’s lives. 
We have listened to what 
patients in Greenwich tell us 
they want from a palliative 
care service, and in response 
we are introducing overnight 
rapid response nursing care 


for patients who need 
support straight away, as 
well as other improvements 
to the service. These 
improvements will mean 
that we will organise the 
service in a different way. 
There will be no loss of care 
and support for patients and 
their families, but the 
changes may have some 
impact on members of the 


palliative care service and 
the way they have been 
working. NHS Greenwich is 
working closely with the 
London Borough of 
Greenwich, which employs 
some of the staff, to make 
sure that they are supported 
through this time of change 
so that we don’t lose their 
valuable skills.

AN estimated one-in-10 
young people run away 
from home. And, when 
family tension finally 
snaps, teenagers can 
suddenly find themselves 
out on the streets and 
sleeping rough. 

Greenwich and Lewisham 
Nightstop was the first project 
of its kind in London to reach 
out to them. Local residents 
with big hearts and a room to 
spare sign up to a scheme 
which offers “the kindness of 
strangers”, a room, a towel 
and one night’s B & B and 
evening meal. 

Last year the project, based 
in Delacourt Road, 
Blackheath, was able to help 
around 80 desperate 16 to 25- 
year-olds - but they need more 
and more volunteers to meet 
the ever-increasing need. 

You’ll be subject to the usual 
checks. You’ll need to attend 
six-hours training, and you’ll 
get a chance to meet 
“seasoned” volunteers. 

You can also ring the charity 
any time during the night if 
you have a problem during the 
placement.

GT met Jean and Jason, from 
Lee, who have been opening 
their home and their hearts 
for about eight years now. 

Jean, a chartered surveyor, 
told us: “We get a call from 
Nightstop about one night a 
month. People tell us we’re 
‘wonderful’ but it doesn’t feel 
like that to us! We both have 
big families, and nephews and 
nieces are always coming to 
stay with us. 

“I’d say it’s like putting up 
your son or daughter’s friend

for a night. Nightstop staff 
and its referral agencies are so 
careful, and we have never 
had any problems. The young 
people who come here to us 
are genuinely vulnerable.” 

Jason added: “We were 
apprehensive the first time. 
Who wouldn’t be? Of course 
no-one knows what it’s going 
to be like. But then it was 
pretty obvious that the young 
people were more frightened 
than we were. Think about it. 
They’re putting themselves in 
the hands of total strangers. 
Some of them are in tears at 
the front door. 

“Some of the young people 
are terribly shy - especially the 
boys! - they don’t really want 
to speak much, they just want 
somewhere to ‘hunker down’. 
On the other hand, some want 
to tell you their whole story.” 

Jean recalls the girl who was 
really appreciative of the 
sausage and mash in front of 
the TV. “She just told us that 
she felt so comfortable and ‘at 
home’, and felt that she was 
being looked after.” 

Then there was the boy who 
was doing an A-level exam the 
following day. “It turned out to 
be ‘British Constitution’ 
which Jason knows a little 
about, so we went through 
some exam questions with 
him to help him with his 
revision. 

“I put a pad and pen in his 
room in case he wanted to 
make any notes - and the next 
morning I found that he’d 
written a long letter to both of 
us on it, saying how much he 
felt at home and how he hoped 
that God blesses us!” 

Jean added: “Things like 
that make Nightstop 
volunteering so rewarding - 
you really feel you’ve made a 
difference, at least for one 
night. The Nightstoppers 
know you’re doing it because 
you want to, and not because 
you’re being paid to do it.

ELAINE Hepburn is the 
education outreach 
worker for the charity. 
She’s out and about on her 
bike, talking to schools 
and youth clubs - to get 
young people to really 
think about 
homelessness... how to 
look for the tell-tale signs 
of escalating tension, and 
how to try to resolve 
family conflicts before 
they get out of hand. 
Elaine, who has always 
worked supporting 
children and families in 
Britain and in Japan, told 
us: “I do ‘one-off’ sessions 


with groups of young 
people aged 11 to 25 in 
schools and other settings. 

I am also currently piloting 
longer term groups on conflict 
resolution and I’m very 
interested in hearing from 
schools/colleges/youth clubs 
who might be interested.” 
“People often think sleeping 
on a mate’s sofa isn’t 
homelessness. But it is - 
if you haven’t got a place to 
really call your own and you 
are very vulnerable.” 

She will also see young people 
on a one-to-one basis if you 
contact her through the 
charity.

TRANSPORT for London (TfL) is 
introducing £10 application fees for child 
and student Oyster photocards from 
September 1. 

It means young people applying for a 
Zip Oyster photocard will have to pay a 
£10 fee, while students, who currently a 
pay £5 application fee for an 18+ Student 
Oyster, will see the fee double. 

The charges will apply to new 
applicants for Zip Oyster photocards 
which provide school children with free 
London bus and tram travel and 
discounted Tube travel. 

Holders of the 18+ Oyster get 30 per 
cent off the adult rate for Travelcards 
and bus and tram passes. 

The £10 application fee has been 


introduced to help cover the costs of 
administering the scheme which 
includes processing application forms, 
photocard production and postage. 

Oyster Zip photocards for 5-15-year-old 
children are valid for up to five years 
while 18+ Student Oysters will be valid 
for up to three years depending on the 
student’s course. 

Shashi Verma, TfL’s director of fares 
and ticketing, said: “Young Londoners 
have the capital at their fingertips 
thanks to one of the most generous 
concessionary travel schemes in the 
country, which saves thousands of 
pounds for parents. 

“It enables over a million children and 
students to travel on London buses, 


trams and the Tube for free or at a 
significant discount.” 

And she added: “The £10 application 
fee being brought in will help cover the 
administrative costs associated with 
providing the various concession 
schemes and still represents fantastic 
value for money considering it would be 
recouped for many in only one school 
week of bus use. 

“We also hope the fee will help increase 
the sense of responsibility that users 
have for their cards.” 

Application forms for Zip Oyster and 
18+ Student Oyster cards are available at 
post offices and at participating schools 
and colleges across London.

University of 
the high life 

WHEN Kim Cattralland Orlando Bloom 
received honorary doctorates from 
Liverpool John Moores University and 
the University of Kent, they became the 
most recent in a long list of celebrities 
to don mortar boards and graduation 
gowns for education institutes eager to 
confer degrees to the rich and famous. 
It’s a process which has garnered hefty 
criticism from students and some 
institutes, who see it as devaluing 
degrees - especially at a time when 
most people gain theirs through hard 
study and wracking up £20 - £30,000 
debts. 

The degrees that have caused most 
furore though, are the rather crass 
decisions by the likes of De Montfort in 
Leicesterto bestowa doctorate on Paul 
O’Grady for his contribution to 
television, radio and stage. The 
Liverpudlian star best known for the 
alter ego that shot him into the public 
limelight, Lilly Savage, picked up the 
gong on July 23 when he bagged a 
doctorate of Arts at the midlands 
university’s graduation ceremony. 

While there have been notable 

scholarships 
handed out to 
celebs with 
tangible 

connectionstothe 
Pf \ University in 

question, reasons 
for garnering many 
of the recipients with theirvarious 
awards remain highly ambiguous. The 
links between Cattrall and Bloom and 
their awarding institutions for example, 
are untenable at best. While they were 
from the city/county/tenuous 
boundaries of the schools they have 
long since flown the nest to the warm 
bosom of Mother Hollywood, and cynics 
might suggest that the doctorates are 
merely showcases - marketing stunts 
aimed at raising the profile of the 
University, particularly to foreign 
students. 

Honorary degrees aren’t particularly 
new - in fact they’ve been handed out for 
centuries, but the current trend towards 
such populism is unsavoury at best. 
When the likes of Mandela, Mother 
Teresa or, even (God forgive me] Bob 
Geldof are awarded them it seems like 
fair vindication for the work they have 
done, and for the awareness they have 
raised on social issues. Indeed, such 
honours appear reasonable for anyone 
who has been a leading light in their 
field or has sustained a long and 
established career whilst either 
reinventing their own field, or 
influencing generations that have 
followed. For me, Sex In The City does 
not qualify, and nor does playing an 
androgynous elf - such recognition 
serves merely as a ego boost to the 
recipient particularly when they haven’t 
had to go through he traditional process 
of gainingthe degree. 

As Universities seek to further enhance 
their marketability you feelthis isa 
trend that shows no sign of relenting the 
only fear being how far they will go. Who 
knows what’s next - perhaps a 
Joe Pasquale doctorate for 
services to linguistics.

Charlie Chaplin’s message rings defiantly down the ages

ONE of the 
criticisms 
regularly levelled 
at Charlie 
Chaplin, funnily 
enough, is that he’s not funny. 
Among other things, critics say 
the Tramp films are too 
slapstick and repetitive, and 
nowhere near as subtle or 
funny as, say, Laurel and Hardy. 
How they also bring Harold 
Lloyd into the argument is 
beyond me, but I don’t want to 
go into that too deeply, mainly 
because I don’t know what I’m 
talking about. 

What I do know is that ‘Modern 
Times’ - released on August 23 
in Dula Format Edition, 
whatever that is - is a 
spellbinding masterpiece from 
the little genius from the 
Elephant and Castle. 

All ages have their varying Blue 
Meanie aspects to overcome - 
from Pol Pot to pole dancing - 
and the key ingredients of 
liberty and integrity have to be 
safeguarded like Derek 
Thompson’s wallet. 

If George Orwell were around 
today he would be writing about 
the “beastly deadening affect” 
of our virtual culture that more 
than anything else would open 
the door to any new little Hitler 



awaiting his chance. At one 
point in Modern Times, a giant 
1984-style screen comes to life 
in the factory restroom and the 
boss screams at the smoking 
Chaplin to get back to work. 

The quality of the film lies in its 
sympathy and support for the 
working and non-working man 
in the 1930s Great Depression. 
It would have been so much 
easier, especially as he wasn’t 
short of a few bob, to have 


made one of the soporific 
offerings advertised these days 
on the side of a 53 bus. We’ve 
got our own Great Depression 
just finding its feet but does 
anyone think we’ll get anything 
better than another Jennifer 
Aniston vehicle? 

‘Modern Times’ is a brave and 
inspiring film for those who 
crave a coalition of hearts and 
minds. Paulette Goddard is 
perfectly cast as the wandering 


waif, and watch out for the top 
scenes - the conveyor belt, 
rumbling bellies and the 
blindfold roller-skating. 

‘Modern Times’ is being 
released with the re-mastered 
‘The Gold Rush’, reckoned to be 
the film Chaplin most wanted to 
be remembered for. 

Get them for yourself, for your 
children and for values we 
desperately need to hold on to.

The future of photo albums

A/ex Brooks looks at new ways of getting around 
the disposable nature of digital photography 


THE rise of digital cameras has created a 
logistical problem for those from a 
generation where displaying photos in an 
album was the norm. 

I came face to face with the problem when 
my mum expressed interest in getting 
prints of some photos stored on her 
computer. She wanted to show them to a 
friend who doesn’t have a computer and has 
poor vision. Her usual process was to get 
the images printed from the memory card 
in her digital camera, but it was too late 
they were gone from the camera. I guided 
her through the ‘simple’ process of getting 
the images onto a USB stick and away she 
went. But it made me think, “Is printing 
photos still the most effective way of 
showing them off?” Digital photo frames are 
a great invention - they’re pretty cheap 
these days and can display thousands of 
photos with fancy transitions. But they’re 
not ideal for displaying a specific set of 
photos - they rarely have controls of what to 
display when, and generally require a mains 
power supply. 

So how about something like an Apple iPad? 
At a minimum price of £429 it seems too 


expensive to operate solely as a photo 
display device. It’d do the job but it’s too 
much money for that sole purpose. 
Everyone has a TV and they’re big, bright 
with high resolutions. Seems like the 
perfect device for showing photos to 
anyone, but how? Some TVs have built-in 
storage card slots but they are few and far 
between. Cameras usually have a TV-out 
function but what if the photos have been 
deleted off the camera? Sandisk have the

perfect TV solution, and a few devices that 
go with it.

Reclaimed plots 
bear rich fruit 


GREENWICH is leading the way 
in a London-wide scheme to 
reclaim redundant small plots of 
land and make them available to 
people who want to grow their 
own fruit and vegetables. 

The scheme, called Capital 
Growth, aims to encourage 
boroughs to commit to making 
spaces available so that London 
has 2,012 new community food 
growing spaces by the end of 2012. 

Greenwich Council has committed 
to making 60 spaces available. They 
will come from regenerating 
dormant allotment plots and small 
parcels of defunct wasteland in 
parks and open spaces. 

The borough already has a range of 
community growing schemes taking 
place, co-ordinated by the Greenwich 
Co-operative Development Agency 
(GCDA). This represents local 
organisations and social enterprises. 
A key part of its work is the network 
of 15 food co-operatives across the 


borough, called the Greenwich 
Community Food Co-op, which gives 
people access to affordable fresh food 
at weekly markets. 

The GCDA’s Growing Greenwich 
project, set up in 2002, aims to provide 
everyone either living or working in 
Greenwich access to food growing 
projects. 

Since its launch, more than 20 food- 
growing sites have been set up, and 
nearly 40 schools have become 
involved in growing crops. 

Plans for next quarter include 
developing new and existing 
community gardens, and securing 
new land for food growing by

negotiating with local landowners. 

The new London-wide scheme is 
being organised by London Food 
Link, a network of groups and 
individuals who promote sustainable 
food. Members range from farmers 
and food writers to caterers and 
community food project supporters. 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the council’s 
cabinet member for Greener 
Greenwich, told GT: “This borough 
is very much at the forefront of 
using suitable open spaces for 
growing, while bringing together 
local communities to manage them. 

“Apart from providing access to 
local, nutritious and affordable food, 
food growing has many wider 
benefits including increasing social 
cohesion, improving mental health 
and improving the local landscape. 

“It also tackles the barriers that 
prevent access to healthy and 
sustainable food, and protects and 
celebrates London's diverse food 
culture.”
